In the old days, however, when cross buttocking was 
permissible in the ring, and when mere brute strength 
was the main factor, rough work was general. The in- 
fluence of the ring was bad, and the style of fighting in- 
duced thereby was highly dangerous. Street fights of the 
old days resulted almost invariably in dirty work of 
some sort, and this same work was considered not only 
permissible, but necessary. 

Nowadays, so strongly has the ring inculcated ideas | 
of fairness into the average person, rough work, even 
in street fights, is frowned upon. When two men mix 
it up in an argument to-day, it will generally be found 
that they confine themselves to legitimate blows if they 
are men of any respectability at all. 
will resort to any dirty work to gain theirendina 
fight. But so general 1s public aversion to this that 
a rough fighter is very apt to get severely treated if he 
injures his victim by his practices.

“Anyhow, I didn’t look to see anybody take any 


notice of it, but a shrewd-looking fellow who sat next | 


to me spoke up quickly and said: 

* ‘T’ll take fifty of that;’ and Gilson said: 

“*You’re on, I name Harding.’ 

“Tt only took a moment, and Farrell was still looking 
at Harding. ite continued to look fora full two min- 
utes without saying anything or raising his three cards 
from the table. Then he said without turning around: 

* ‘Is there any more of that to be had, Gilson ?’ And 
Gilson said: 

* *As much as you like, up to $3,000.’ 

* ‘T’ll take it all,’ said Farrell. 

“Then Gilson weakened. It was the first time I ever 
saw & professional back down from his own proposition, 
However, he said: 

* *] reckon I don’t like the odds, I'll take water.’ 

“But Farrell wasn’t to be shaken off. 

“ ‘T always took you fora tin horn,’ he said taunt- 
ingly. ‘What odds will you give?’ 

“Gilson hesitated. Then he said: 

* ‘Ill go you even money.’ 

**All right,’ said Farrell, producing bis own roll 
‘Put up your $3,000. And none of that,’ he added quick- 
ly, seeing that Gilson was looking at Harding, as if for 
a tip. 

“Still Gilson hesitated. To do Harding justice he 








made no sign, as far as I could see, and I looked at 
at him closely. 

“Probably i:e thought he had enough to do to back 
up his own bluff. But it looked like a safe bet for the 
outsider and he finally put up $2,000, and Farrell 
covered the money. 

“Then he called. showing down a pair of queens. 

* *I don’t know what I drew,’ he said. 

“And Harding had to show his busted flush. It was 
the nerviest play Iever saw at the poker table. Of 
course, Farrell was gambling on his conviction that 
Harding was bluffing, and he must have known Hard- 
ing’s style of play tolerably well, but it showed nerve, 
all the same, 

“And nerve was something that Farrell never lost. 
He worked the river boats for quite a while and did as 
well as most of the old-time gamblers, but he was 
shrewd enough to see that the days of river boat 
gambling were passing away, and some time late in the 
seventies he settled down in Cairo and opened a 
gambling house of his own. 

“Asa matter of course, he ran a faro bank, for faro 
was the great game outside of poker, but I never saw 
any game played in the place, excepting those two. 
There was always enough doing there, though, to sat- 
isfy the wildest gambler. 

“Farrell had a good roll, and although the nominal 
limit at the bank was two hundred dollars,I never 
heard of his refusing bigger bets. There was a consid- 
erable craze about that time for playing system, and the 
favorite system was ‘progression,’ so I fancy the only

All I know 
is that it was a rare occurrence when the bank lost on a 
night’s play. 

“But if there was a poker game going on in the 
house, and there generally was one every night, Farrell 
usually sat in. 

“He had been there perhaps a half a dozen years, and 
I had come to know the place very well, for I always 








dropped in when I was in Cairo, though I seldom played 


more than five or ten dollars, 

“Well, as I said, he had been there five or six years 
when I dropped in one night and saw that something 
unusual was going on. I looked on for a while, but all 
that I could tell certainly was that an unusually large 
game of poker was in progress. 

‘Farrell was playing, and I recognized one of the 
other players as a professional from Chicago named 
George Carter, but the other three were men whom I 
had never seen.

These are but a few of his 
more noteworthy achievements in the past three 
years, there being many others of lighter timber 
whom he trimmed on his way to the front. What 
Fitzsimmons has done needs no recapitulation, it being 
familiar ring history. This encounter will give him a 
chance to show if he still retains fighting stamina, | 
which has been denied in certain quarters of late. |

Deneen has a guberna- 
torial boom which is running in opposition to that of 
Governor Yates, Frank O. Lowden, who is the son-in- 
law of the late George M, Pullman, also has a boom, 
and as both these men are Chicago men, Governor 
Yates’ friends have asked him to withdraw his opposi-

Liberal government means in part the reopening of 
the doors of the boxing clubs, of course, and if the 
policy of either of these aspirants for office can be con- 
strued to favor this, it will certainly add strength to 
their efforts to land the gubernatorial plum.
